(Fram BeU'i fFeeklg Mettemger.)

of the Savings Banka Bill introduced by 
the Chancellor ot the Exchequer, and at 
there is a general intrrrit felt in Ihii Rill 
through every part of England, compre- 
hending, at it dote, not only a large body 
of depositor*, hut • uumtroui data of 
trutteet engaged in ihe administration of 
itt trutlt, we think Ihat a short and me 
thodical account of lite alterations proposed 
lo be made in the present state of the law, 
wUl be useful to many ot our reader*. It 
ia entitled, A Bill to amend ihe Lew ra 
lating to Savingi Uanke, and to the Pur- 
chase uf Gorrriinirfll Animifiee through 
the medium of lb* Truitce*.
